BUSINESS RIDDLE— 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—A conspiracy of nature appears to ba 
fooling the economists. They thought this was going to be an unen- 
couraglng summer. Their only hope has been for fall. 
But It seems 
that every time their pessimism Is about to be realised, something un­ 
charitable and unexpected arises to offset their dreary calculations. 
You can got the best Idea about It lf you will looik behind what 
has happened lately In steel. Three weeks ago everyone was expecting 
a sharp slump. During the July 4 holiday week. Ingot operations were 
down to one-third of capacity. Nothing encouraging was in slghL 
Then, without advance notice, operations began to pick up until the 
rate got up to 45 per cent, and remained there. (It was only 40 per 
cent In June.) 
The only explanation of this -phenomenon was that fabricators 
underestimated their demands. They have been working very close to 
their 'margin on stock. Unexpected orders started them to work un- 
seasonally. 
The orders came from automobile makers, residential construction, 
machine tools, all somewhat unexpected. 
SOLUTION— 
The riddle may not bo as hard to solve as economists believe. The 
fact Is that the depression Influence has been removed from the busi­ 
ness mind, In Its place has come sn alert conservatism, a tendency to 
underestimate expectations, to keep stocks of goods to a narrow m ar­ 
tin, an eagerness to go after business actively at first sign of de­ 
mand, Instead of remaining frozen In fearful restraint. 
In other words, a better buslneaa feeling Is itself sustaining busi­ 
ness, for no other particular reason.
